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Sweetwater played their initial league game 
against Grossmont's Foothillers, October 29, on the 
Chula Vista gridiron under lights and lost a rugged 
battle, 20 to 0. 

Grossmont pulled a surprise attack on the slow 
starting Devils and before three minutes had 
elapsed the enemy had a 14 to 0 lead over the 
stunned Sweetie eleven. But from then on Sweet¬ 
water matched the Foothillers blow for blow but 
by then the damage had been done. 

The Devils flubbed on several scoring chances 
by fumbling and set up the third Foothiller T.D. 
by fumbling deep in Devil territory with Grossmont 
recovering. 

Next the Diablos met a colorful Helix ballclub 
that had a hot night on both offense and defense 
and pounced the Devils 34 to 6, on their home¬ 
coming evening.

Fielding one of the greatest Bee football squads 
in the school's history, Sweetwater won the 1954 
Metro League Bee Title in gliding through an un¬ 
defeated season. Coaches Tom Parker and Don 
Bardot proudly guided the Devils to amazing suc¬ 
cess as only two of emht Sweetwater opponents 
were able to score, while the* Diablos averaged 
four touchdowns per game. This points towards a 
great all-round team, which it was. 

The Devils, though strong in every position had 
no individual outstanding athlete that was above in 
comparison with any teammate. In the backfield, 
Bob Beardsley, Mike Rogers, George McElvain, 
Jim King, and Don Gentry, supplied most of the 
running power that enabled the Sweeties to average 
255.3 yards rushing per game. 

The Diablo lineplay was perhaps the key to their 
success. With monsters sucn as Larry Himmer, Tex 
Jones, Paul Stoddard, Don Price, Glenn Mitchell, 
Jim Sevier, Joe Wolf, and Roger Lively, the backs 
had no trouble barreling through a hole opened up 
by these linemen.

Roger Lively, a 6'2" sopho¬ 
more, played center for the Devils, displaying a 
fine hook shot, and Waco Thrower, Tim Cook, Bob 
Beardsley, and Frank Jaime fought over the forward 
positions. 

The Devils finished last in league play but were 
barely eked out of several victories. Also the Diablo 
quintet was continuously rated as the most likely 
team to spring an upset over any favored 
opponent. 


Some of the heartbreakers that the Devils lost 
in league play were, a 38 to 31 decision to Gross- 
mont after Su-Hi had led by two points with only 
four minutes remaining; a 37 to 29 loss to Chula 
Vista after the Devils had led until the final period, 
and a 40 to 36 decision to Mar Vista as the 
Mariners came from behind in the last quarter to 
win. 

But as the season progressed, so did Sweet¬ 
water and the Devils surprised Helix in a 52 to 47 
victory in the final round of Metro play as Allen 
Redman dumped 14 points to lead the Diablo five 
to the upset triumph. Though the Devils were 
handicapped, Coach Lee Shelmerdine did a fine 
job of bringing around a team that was highly rated 
in the latter part of the season. 

After winning the Helix game the Devils showed 
great promise in their final two games, losing them 
to Mar Vista and Chula Vista by tight scores. 

Coach Shelmerdine's intentions for this season 
were to build this squad for the next two years 
with promising sophomore prospects such as 
Beardsley, Lively, and Ronald Hawkins. With the 
progress of this team, facts point toward a bright 
future for Sweetwater in basketball.

The Devils may be better defined as, the hardluck 
team of the Metro League. For instance in three games 
against Helix, Sweetwater lost all three with only nine 
points separating the Devils from victory. 

Sweetwater played an excellent fast game and used 
a fine full court press which baffled most opponents yet 
as every team has'a weakness, Sweetwater's was in the 
lack of neight and thus in rebounding. 

The Devils two victories were registered over Mar 
Vista and Chula Vista. Both wins came in the second 
round of competition. Forward Arlie Clubb scored 17 
points in the 39 to 21 Mar Vista win and center John 
Dial dumped 14 points in the Chula Vista upset victory. 

Sweetwater's starting five consisted of Dial at center, 
Clubb and Paul' Lewis at forwards and Bill Haylor and 
Frank Story at guards.

Sweetwater's high flying Varsity track team was tops in Sweetwater's history according to head 
Coach Tom Parker, who worked with a flock of great athletes and saw five Su-Hi records shattered. 

Competition was at its peak with dashmen such as Bill Walters, a junior, besting a 10.0 flat feat 
in the 100 yard dash, and setting a new Sweetwater 220 record with one of the best times in Southern 
California. Next to Walters was Waco Thrower, capable of placing second to Walters in each of the 
dashes. 

The 440 yard dash was mastered by sophomore George McElvain, who broke the school mark of 
52.0. McElvain also ran the 220 and the third leg of the record breaking relay team. 

Darrell "Stork" Sager broke his own record set last year in the 880 yard run bettering two min¬ 
utes for the best time of all schools in San Diego County. Sager, a senior, has been one of the finest 
trackmen at Sweetwater and will be an excellent college prospect. 

In the mile Frank Jaime and Ruben Macias put across their best efforts every meet, running the 
distances in better than five minutes. Carl Hays, Ralph King, and Paul Gutzmer were Sweetwater's 
best hurdlers, showing great form and speed. 

Sweetwater's 880 relay team, made up of Eddie Vega, Thrower, McElvain, and Walters, was per¬ 
haps the best in San Diego as they toured the course in a miraculous time in every meet, setting a new 
school record in the event. Vega was the only senior of the crew which shows signs of great compe¬ 
tition returning next year. 

The Devils lacked depth in field events but in each event the top man was good for a first or 
second place. Marty Gamble was Su-Hi's top pole vaulter, reaching the height of 12 feet with ex¬ 
cellent form that has made him one of the top vaulters in the league. 

Thrower led the Devil broad-jumpers, leaping well over 21 feet, with Walters being the second 
man with jumps nearing Thrower's marks. Jerry Aldridge averaged a 5' 9' jump in the high jump for 
Sweetwater, being tops in that event. 

Shot putters Jack Hines and Larry Himmer heaved the iron ball to the distance of over 45' to 
fight over the No. I spot in that event.

Sweetwater fielded a tough baseball team 
again as in the past, under the command of 
Coach John Green in his fifth year as Varsity 
baseball mentor. 

The Diablos' only weakness was in their pitch¬ 
ing staff. The infield was the strongest in the 
league and the fast outfield robbed the enemy 
of several extra base hits. This top-notch fielo- 
ing plus good hitting rounded out a fine squad 
with a lot of spirit. 

Sweetwater's first-string infield was made up 
of Bob Beardsley and Nelson Jerkins alternating 
at third base, Ruben Dominguez at short, Dean 
Girdner at second, and Allen Redman at first. 
This combination proved to be the best that 
Coach Green has ever fielded as their smooth 
maneuvering produced an average of two double 
plays per game. Utility infielders Curt Ring, 
Jim Pennington and Al Wilkinson also play 
heads-up ball on occasion. 

The Devil catching staff was made up of a 
trio of junior backstoppers in Ed McCarley, Mike 
Heath and Sam Colarusso who lacked experience 
but came along as the season progressed. The 
mound staff consisted of southpaws Frank Balogh 
and Gerald Miller and right-handers Gerald Gra¬ 
ham and Nelson Jerkins. These four chuckers 


showed a lot of stuff, but control problems trou¬ 
bled them on several occasions. The Devils were 
hurt, though, without the services of an ace lefty 
in Ken Harpenau, a junior transfer from St. Au¬ 
gustine, who was ineligible this year due to SCIF 
rulings. Coach Green was confident that Har¬ 
penau had the ability and experience of capably 
handcuffing any opponent. But next year, Sweet¬ 
water will benefit from his southpaw offerings. 

The Diablo outfield was strong, with Jim Cro¬ 
well, Johnny Powell, and Carl Wayne rounding 
out the pasture, with slugger Dick Mamss and 
Jim Gibbs seeing limited action and doing a fine 
job. 

One of Su-Hi's weak spots was in clutch hit¬ 
ting. The Devils would usually slam an average 
of eight or nine hits per game, but had trouble 
bunching the bingles to produce .runs. 

Over-all, the team was a hustling bunch of 
players with a lot of spirit afield, which is what 
it takes to become a success. The future looks 
great for the Devil horsehiders, as the majority 
of the team will be returning next year. Those 
who will be lost to next year's squad are gradu¬ 
ates Redman, Girdner, Crowell, Powell, Wayne, 
Ring, Graham, and Wilkinson.
